Myers and Mannus King engaged in 
a traffic altercation with several 
other people at Surteentn and P 
streets. Myers, who was riding in 
the car dnven by King apparently 
mistook the car of Dr Hummel for 
that of another man with whom he 
had engaged an argument following 
the traffic disturbance One of the 
bullets cut through the brim of the 
doctor's hat

PLEA, PAROLED 


Store Owner Admits 


Charge of Receiving 


Stolen Goods. 


Louis Neiden, 46, charged with 


receiving stolen property, changed 
his plea Thursday to guilty and was

Convicted about a \ear ago in

penitentiary by Judge Frost On an 
appeal carried to the

court, he was granted a retrial be- 
cause the trial judge failed to in- 
struct the jury that it should weigh 
carefully testimony given by the 
t^o youths who committed 
the 
theft, on the ground that they -were 
accomplices of Neiden if the charge 
against him was true 


Attorneys 
Claude Wilson 
and 


Louis Finkelstem both pleaded at 
length for the court to show l«>n- 
icncy to Neiden They aeclared that 
they took the full responsibility for 
the defendant changing his plea to 
guilty. Retnal of Neiden was sched- 
uled to begin next Monday Mon- 
day morning. 


Wilson told the judge that Neiden 
is married and has three children, 
that he has lived m Lincoln for 
eleven years and has never been in 
any other truble. "It was simply 
a slip on his part." he argued. "By 
paroling him the court can hold out 
to him a helping hand and show 
him the necessity of living an hon- 
orable, respectable life" 
E-inkelstcin emphasized this 
thought, declaring that a parole 
would do more good for Neiden 
than a penitentiary sentence. "It 
is the duty of the court." he urged, 
"to mete oat justice but to temper 
that justice with mercy." 
County Attorney Towle stated he 


would not oppose a parole for Neid- 
en but that he did not care to make

state senate passed one bill, con- 
curred In house amendments to 
three senate bills, approved one 
conference report and ordered Con- 
ference committees on two other 
bills.

to 7. It requires dimming of lights 
on signal or painting of the upper 
third of the lens and clearance 
lights on the left side when loads 
extend over 40 inches past center 
of the vehicle. 


House amendments to S. F. 108, 
S. F. 84, and S F. 15 were ap- 
proved. The house eliminated a 
provision that in sale of bank stock 
to cover assessments in reorgamba- 
tion that the shareholder should 
be liable for the amount of de- 
ficiency. The bill eliminates the 
necessity of public notice and per- 
mits private sale of stock in re- 
organization of banks. 
Seining- BUI Approved. 
S. F. 84, Missouri seining fishing 


bill, had been amended by the 
bouse to permit spearing of carp, 
suckers and other non-game fish. 
S. F. 15 limits the liability of driv- 
ers of automobiles for injury to 
guests to cases where they were 
driving under the influence of in- 
toxicating liquor or in cases of 
gross negligence. 


The senate rejected the house 


amendment to 8 F 3, Senator 
Scott's bill for licensing of dance 
halls and public amusement places 
and ordered a conference commit- 
tee. The vote was 14 to 16, indi- 
cating that there was some dis- 
position to kill the bill. A confer- 
ence committee was also ordered 
for S. F. 369, which would permit 
the state treasurer to require bonds 
from gas dealers to insure payment 
of the gasoline tax. The house 
amendments had been placed in 
the wrong lines and a conference 
committee was ordered to carrect 
the matter.

LIVING DEATIL 
I have no complaint to make of 
my treatment in San Paolo Jail, and 
had I been the murderous thug that 
I was supposed to, be, I should have 
got nothing more than I deserved.

I remember sending a despairing 
message to "Uncle," telling* him that 
I would make him rich for life if 
he would use his powerful political 
influence to helo me to get off, or 
to helo me to escape if I were sen- 
tenced. . . . 
I had arrived at San Paolo sta- 
tion in a dream-tram, and thence 
driven in a dream-stage, dilapidated 
rickety and filthy: and of the jour- 
ney I remember little—until finally, 
the guard conducted me into the 
prison. 
And now 
registered, searched, 


bathed, clothed and shorn, I wa& 
given the book of the rules, which 
were many. 
The rules consisted mainly of 
counsels of perfection, exhortations 
to the meekest obedience, and pro- 
hibition of smuggling tobacco, drugs, 
sugar, and other coriraband into 
the prison, and to taking the ut- 
most care of all State property. 
The next thing I remember was 
being taken by a guard down a Ion, 
dark, though whitewashed, corridor 
and being shown into a kind Of re- 
ception-room for in-coming con- 
victs. 
This room, or huge cell, was, as I 


afterwards learned, known, for some 
inexplicable reason, as The Fort. It 
was a place that I was to see again 
under more dramatic circumstances 
Here I was elad to sit down upon 
\ bench, for, in addition to the tain 
n my head, I felt extremely ill, an 
ilness mental and smritual in ori-

gin, that had come upon me as I 
traversed that dark co'mdor. smelt 
the authentic dreadful prison smell 
and heard the 
dreadful piison 


sounds. 
These latter, I afterwards discov- 
ered, proceeded from the cells of 
men who had gone mad in prison. 
These men were not yet genuine 
lunatics and -candidates for the 
criminal asylum, b u t consisted 
largely of two classes—those who, 
on the one hand, were creatures of 
weaker fiber who had broken down 
under the inevitable cruelty of the 


system; and. on the other hand, in- 
corrigible breakers of the law, who 
had gone mad under the punish- 
ments they had brought upon them- 
selves. 
As I sat in that ill-lit, cold and 
dirty room, I wondered how long it 
would be before I joined them in 
Nut-House Alley, as that corridor of 
madmen's cells was called. 
Later, more convicts were brought 
to this loom, men, boys, neroes and 
a Chinese. With them came a guard 
who seated himself and gazed at 
nothing. 
We sat about, suppressing yawns, 


fidgeting, half-dead of eiJiui, anxi- 
ety, misery and boredom. For hours 
we sat. For nightless days and 
weeks and months and years we 
seemed to sit in a cowed silence 
broken only by the buzzing of a fly, 
until I broke down and screamed 
my soul out, until in panic-terror, 
staring around me and at the guard, 
I found that my screams were si- 
lent. . . . 


And here I lapsed back into the 
state of semi-coma in which I had 
been since my head was injured, 
and I remembered very little more 
until, one day, I realized that it was 
I, John Dacre Waye Vanderleur St. 
Clair, who was sitting in a prison 
cell reading a Bible, and had just 
read the words: 
" 'Vengeance is Mine, I will re- 
pay,' said the Lord." 
I rose and uaced my cell, eight 
feet by four by seyen. 


Vengeance I was Vengeance. 
" 'Vengeance is Mine," saith the 
Lord." Very well, then, I was the 
Lord's Vengeance. God's own. Dedi- 
cated to vengeance. 
" 'Vengeance is Mine,' saith the 
Lord. 'I will repay.' " 
I was His instrument of ven- 
geance, through whom He would re- 
pay. And who, in all this world, a 
fitter instrument? 
The Lord and I would work to- 
gether, I helping Him, He helping 
me.But Heaven helps those who help 
themselves, and I must fight, tooth 
and nail, against inertia and accept- 
ance of my fate, lest I begin the 
descent "of the steep and slippery 
path that leads men down to that 
terrible Nut-House Alley. 
From that hour, my periods of 
complete sanity grew longer and 
more frequent, and my memories of 
that "time are more numerous and 
clearer. 
Men have written whole volumes 
telling of their lives in prison. 
I 
could with difficulty fill a chapter. 
Incidents and details of my escape, 
like those of my entry into prison. I 
remember plainly enough. Between 
stretches a desert of tune, feature- 
less and monotonous as a desert al- 
ways is. 
I suppose I should, after all, have 
gone mad in jail, or ha\e committed 
suicide, but that I had some justifi- 
cation for the hooe that is said to 
spring eternal in the human breast. 
It had been my experience that 
money will buy anything, except the 
few things worth having. 
It was not long after my return to 
clarity of mind that I received a 
message by the underground or 
"grapevine" route: 
"Guard Murphy markets. Trusty 


Moroff finks." 
This cryptic information filled me 
with joy, for it meant that a guard 
whom I call Murphy was in the 
habit of "obliging prisoners for a 
consideration, and might be expect- 
ed to consider propositions—ranging 
from the introduction of tobacco, 


chocolate, files, and weapons — to 
the smuggling of letters, carrying of 
information, and even assisting at- 
tempts at escape. 
To make the fullest use of the 


services of such a man, I had not 
the slightest objection. 
If Guard Murphy were In t h e 
habit of taking risks for gain, he 
should certainly take them on my 
account. 
One day a big husky fellow with 
a cruel face whispered to me from 
the corner of a scarce-opening lip: 
"Ol'm Guard Murphy. Look in yer 
Boible tonight," and passed on. 
When alone in my cell at 6:30 
that evening, it was with almost 
trembling fingers that I took the 
book from its shelf and searched it. 


Near the middle I found a tissue- 
paper message obviously f r o m 
"Uncle," of whom more anon, tell- 
ing me that whan Guard Murphy 
came and said one word to me, that 
word would be the name of the 
place where a high-powered motor- 
car was, and always would be, wait- 
ing for me. 
I set to work, planned and plot- 
ted, night and day, sent letters to 
Uncle and received answers.

RUSSIANS PLAN 
EXTERMINATION 
OF KULAK CLASS 


Drive Against Former 
Land Owning Peasants 


To Be Pushed. 


MOSCOW, April 23—(#•)—A new 


campaign of extermination against 
the kulaks, or landowning peas- 
ants, is being planned by the soviet 
union. 


Under its provisions the hated 


kulak will be branded openly as 
an enemy of the communistic gov- 
ernment, compelled to register with 
and report his movements to police 
wherever he may go, and relegated 
to unimportant work to earn his 
bread. 
Details of the new scheme pub- 
lished In Izvestia, official organ of 
the central executive committee of 
the soviet union, reveal its 'wide 
scope, 
-which, 
banning the class 


from government jobs, will force 
them to resort to manual labor or 
cease to exist. 
The kulak's crime is that he one? 


owned land, and sometimes a horse 
or cow, with which he maintained 
himself and his family. He resented 
the collectives, which took 
these 


holdings away from him, and put 
him on an equal footing with those 
who owned nothing at all. 


3,000,000 Kulaks in Russia. 


It is estimated that there are 
still 3,000,000 kulaks in Rus;ia, not 
including the number who have 
been banned to the Arctic regions 
where they live in lumber cp/ips 
on a "no work, no food" basis. 
Many of them have been shot on 
conviction of counter-revolutionary 
activities. Becently it has been dis- 
covered that many were pretending 
not to b? kulaks and were reaping 
rewards usually reserved for soviet 
citizens of good standing. The ku- 
laks in most cases were prosperous 
peasant farmers before the revolu- 
tion. 
It 4s now proposed, as the first 


step in the new campaign, to make 
a complete census of these outcasts 
to facilitate placing them complete- 
ly under police supervision. 
Chil- 


dren under 14 years old will not 
bear the stigma of their kulak par- 
ents, but above that age to- receive 
good standing they will have 
to 
renounce their parents and swear 
to have nothing more to do with 
them.

That University Graduate 


Has Passed Examination. 


In a cablegram from Shanghai, 
China, Wednesday morning. Mr. 
and Mrs. O. J. Allison, 230 South 
Twenty-sixth street, received word 


that their son, John M. Allison, a 
University of Nebraska graduate 
who is engaged in the diplomatic 
service in China, had passed a con- 
sularship examination. He plans to 
return to Lincoln for a \lsit in Sep- 
tember. 
Following his graduation from the 


University of Nebraska in 1927, 
where he majored in political sci- 
ence, John M. Allison went to Japan 
to teach English in the Imperial 
Naval School of Japan. Alter two 


years in Japan, Mr. Allison received 
an offer from tne General Motors 
Co. to go to Shanghai as its adver- 
tising manager. 


The effect of the business depres- 


sion of 1929 was felt in China, and 
it was necessary for General Motors 
to dispense with some of the mem- 
bers of their foreign staff. After 
leaving General Motors, Mr. Allison 
did considerable newspaper work 
around Shanghai and then received 
the offer of a position in the office 


of the American consular general In 
Shanghai. He has worked in this 
position for nearly two years, in 
Januarv Mr. Allison took the con- 
sularshlp examination, which is 
considered very difficult by those in 
the foreign service. He was told by 
other mcmbcss of the service that 
most of those who passed the ex- 
amination had taken it several 
times. 
It takes about three weeks for a 
letter to reach Lincoln from China, 


and Mr. and Mrs. Allison arc ex- 
pecting further information rcgtvid- 
ing the consularship examination in 
a few weeks.

Texas Congressman Asserts He Has 


Sufficient Votes Promised 


To Pass BilL 


DALLAS, Tex., April 
23—(fP)— 


Congressman Wright Pafman of 
Texarkana, democrat, said here 
today he would introduce a bill at 
the December session of congress 
to provide for immediate full pay- 
ment of veterans' adjusted com- 
pensation certificates. 
Patman declared he had received 


assurance from other members of 
congress of enough votes to pass 
his bill.

are permitted to borrow up to 50 
per cent of the face value of their 
certificates.

WRITING THE TICKET 


The whole point at issue between Governor C. W, 


Bryan and the Nebraska legislature is whether build- 
Ing, which, it is recognized will have to be done soon- 
er or later, will be undertaken during the present 
administration. Mr. Bryan has pledged tax reduction. 
He got into office by lambasting his predecessor for 
fextravagance. He could not have picked anything 
.which would have been more popular because he knew 
feveryone was feeling poor, everyone was shouting 
loudly against taxes, and everyone was in the mood to 
feive vent to their feelings by kicking the chap who 
fcappened to be in office at the time. 


But after Mr. Bryan had won Ms election he made 


fen amazing discovery. The burdens of the state had 
grown since he had occupied the governor's office ten 
years before. There was only one way in which he 
pould effect a reduction. It was by putting a stop to 
every building activity of every character at the state 
Institutions and the educational plants. He proceeded 
to do this in the drafting of his budget. In spite of 
the fact crtme has increased enormously, prison pop- 
ulations have doubled, the demands placed upon the 
asylums are much heavier than they were, Governor 
Bryan said there should be no building. Prisoners are 
held in jails because there is no room in the peni- 
tentiary; patients are refused admission to the hospi- 
tals because all of the facilities are in use. 


Now we vonder what would have been the result 


had Mr. Bryan waged his campaign upon the grim 
platform that not a single penny would be Hpvoted to 
building development while he occupied the guberna- 
torial office? In his campaign speeches suppose he' 
had said: "The state institutions under the board of 
control have ample facilities. They will have to get 
along without a new building dfing the period I am 
governor, and precious little for repairs for the build- 
ings now in use. The university and the normal 
echools are amply housed. If the enrollment is in- 
creasing, if the buildings now in use are becoming 
(dilapidated, they will have to get. along as best they 
can. What I propose to do is to completely stop all 
building activity while I am in office." 


Of course Mr. Bryan, being a politician, did not say 


that. He talked about economy but he was wise 
enough not to write any ticket. He recognized that 
had he proposed a complete suspension of develop- 
ment In Nebraska the people would have scorned 
his candidacy. The citizens in this state believe in 
growth. They have won their present position by the 
sweat of their brow; they are willing to accept what- 
ever sacrifice is necessary to continue progress. There 
•was in the earlier generations and there is in the 
present generation that element of courage and faith 
which overcomes every obstacle. There is within them 
that strong devotion to home, to community and to 
state which has made our people builders. If the 
spirit which Governor Bryan reveals in his leader- 
ship had characterized those who battled against 
grasshopper scourges and drouth calamitie^, the Ne- 
braska of today -would not be the fair commonwealth 
which she is. 


Stripped bare, then, the economy which Governor 


Bryan preaches is not endowed with any magic. 
There Js nothing especially intelligent about it; noth- 
ing which smacks of statesmanship. It is frightfully 
deadening. It arrests progress- It halts development. 
At the best it could be nothing more than marking 
time, but in this -world people and institutions and 
governments do not stand still. They either advance 
or lose ground. When Mr. Bryan boasts he will save 
the taxpayers $2.000.000. or 75 cents a year for every 
man, -woman, and child in Nebraska, and to accom- 
plish it decrees that every necessary activity of gov- 
ernment shall not spend a cent for building, no mat- 
ter how badly needed it may be. he is piling up debts 
against the future. Some successor of Mr. Bryan -will 
have to do what the latter -would not do. It -will cost 
more, then, because material -will be more expensive 
and labor less plentiful. 


The legislature is right in its refusal to be a party to 


such s farce. It should have the support ol every 
citizen In Its fight 4o make Governor Bryan assume 
the responsibility, -which has bu'ilt a great slate in the 
short space of-sixty years.

It was not one of these ceremonies where 
a big crowd gathers about one feeble looking little 
tree, which is quite likely to be forgotten soon after 
the speech making has ended and the silk-hatted of- 
ficial has clumsily shoveled a spadeful of dirt about 
the tree. They really planted trees in those days. 
Forty or fifty of them were placed in the ground in 
that one school yard, 


One could readily imagine that the boys had a 


great deal to do with the planning of that Arbor day, 
because the trees -wer» planted so as to form the fig' 
ures "1886." Anyone knows that such a planting 
scheme would strike any school boys as an" excellent 
idea but most adults would be a little skeptical 
about it. 


Fortunately or unfortunately so many of the trees 


have died or been cut down, that the figures "1886" 
were not discernible for long. In their enthusiasm, 
the boys had planted the trees so close together that 
it became a struggle for the survival of the fittest. 


However there remains on this school grounds to- 


day a clump of huge trees as a reminder of this Ar- 
bor day of forty-five years ago. They are not ar- 
ranged neatly and precisely according to any land- 
scape gardener's plans and 
don't even show the 


whimsical plans of a group of school boys. 


A shade tree that is about a half century old doesn't 


need to fit into any kind of a landscaping scheme. 
Regardless of how gnarled, twisted and misshapen it 
may have become in its battles with the elements and 
regardless of where it is located, it is a thing of beau- 
ty. And besides school boys find a tree like this a 
"swell" place in which to climb and what adult can 
resist its shade during the heat of one of those un- 
usual NebrasKa summer days. 


HELEN 'KELLER AGAIN. 


Helen Keller has added another experience to the 


many which have come to her despite her natural 
disadvantages. She has taken her first airplane 
ride. 


Like other things she has attempted, she exhibited 


the same joyful pleasure, the same exuberance and 
enthusiasm, the same vibrant, appreciation, which has 
made her life a glowing reminder of the inherent po- 
tentialities of human nature, despite natural handi- 
caps. 


With handicaps which seemed almost insurmount- 


able, she has played not only a courageous and intelli- 
gent role in the life of the world but a lovable and 
hapyv one. 


It must have 'been an interesting sight to watch 


her reactions as she sailed aloft, to realize how close- 
ly she followed the progress of the flight and how 
accurately her sensitive nerves recognized what was 
transpiring although she could not see.

FOR INFANTS CHANGED. 


One of the most 
remarkable 


changes in practical medicine has 
come in the attitude of pediatri- 
cians towards special 
artifically 
prepared infant 
food. It used to 
be thought that 
the only proper 
food for inf. nts, 
when 
breast 


milk • could 
not 
be obtained, was 
modified c o w's 
milk. The modi- 
fication of cow's 
milk in those 
days was an 
elaborate 
and 
intricate process. 
I remember the 
first cold winds 
of doubt which 
~—"—:""• blew across my 
Dr. dendenln* 
mind about tne 


infallibility of my teachers when I 
found that some of the 
babies 


which I had been vainly trying to 
set right on modified milk mix- 
tures began • to thrive when the 
parents put them on advertised 
commercial foods against my ad- 
vice. 


The change of mind that the 
children's specialists have under- 
gone is partly due to the increase 
in scientific efficiency applied to 
the manufacture of infants foods. 
Of course everyone still agrees that 
mother's milk is the best food of 
all lor the baby. If that fails breast 
milk from a healthy wet nurse is 
best. But the profession of wet 
nursing is not as thriving as it 
once was. and wet nurses are us- 
ually hard to find. Fresh cows 
milk in the old milk, sugar, water 
mixture is next best if the baby 
thrives on it. 
The main difficulty with cows 


milk is that the protein is in a 
different form from that in moth- 
er's milk. In cow's milk the pro- 
tein is in the form of casein, -which 
tends to lorm larger curds than 
the lacto-albuiain ol mother smuk. 
These curds present mechanical 
difficulties to smooth digestion and 
often pass through the intestines 
unchanged. Tie large casein curds 
are entirely dilferent 
from the 
small Hacculent curds formed Irom 
mother's milk in the baby's stom- 
ach. 
The process; of evaporating milk, 
now extensively practised in com- 
mercial lonn. changes the protein 
and the lat ol cow's milk so as to 
make it more digestible. The milk 
is heated in a partial veccum un- 
til reduced to about hall its orig- 
inal volume. The fat is emulsified 
into smaller globules so that at 
does not rise to the surface as 
cream. The protein is chanced in 
seme way so that the curds formed 
in, the process ol digestion are 
smaller than in the natural state 
ol cow's milk, 
No sugar is added to evaporated 


milk in the -nanulacturins process. 
Alter evaporation it is scaled in 
cans and sterilized at a tempera- 
ture ol 240 deerccs. 
To prepare it lor feeding equal 
parts ol water arc added to the 
required amount of 1he evaporated 
milk. Sugar, or dextrin-maltose, or 
milk sucar arc added as in the 
preparation of thr regular fresh 


i milk, sugar and 
-water mixture. 
Thus cigfil ounces of sterile water. 
i plus one ounce of sucsr to 50 
jounces, makes a mixture suitable 
I lor six bottles ol live ounces each. 


suitable for a month-old 
baby. 
Vitamin C has to be added to the 
diet in the form of orange juice 
and vitamin D in the form of cod 
liver oil. 


"All things considered," s ys 
n 
authority, "evaporated milk is the 
most suitable form of milk avail- 
able at present for the feeding of 
most infants. Unsweetened evap- 
orated milk should not be confused 
with condensed milk."

The words of 
Haeckel cannot create a purpose in 
nature. 


Scientists and mechanics con- 
stantly use the word "suction." 
knowing there is no such force in 
nature. We speak of the lifting 
power of certain gases, but no gas 
has any such power. 


Organic chemistry is merely the 
chemistry of the carbon compounds. 
The "various parts that work to- 
gether" conform to the general laws 
of chemistry. -When mercuric sul- 
phate and common salt are heated 
together 
corrosive sublimate, 
a 
deadly poison, is formed. When 
metallic mercury and corrosive sub- 
limate, in the proper proportion, are 
heated together calomel, a mild, 
useful medicine, is formed. Just one 
part of mercury of difference in the 
useful medicine and the deadly poi- 
son. With the thousands of chemical 
combinations made in conformity to 
an immutable law, can there be any 
purpose in this striking difference?

And Come'Out Only After Sundown 


WASHINGTON, April 


village of 900 people, all totally or 
partially blind, who never venture 
from their homes until after sun- 
down was described by Dr. Miguel 
Bustamente. Mexican delegate, to 
the second Pan-American confer- 
ence of directors of health. 
The village Is Tiltepec, in. the 


state of Oaxaca, Mexico. Hidden 
away in the mountains, it is reached 
only by a few horse trails and has 
almost no contact 
with -the out- 
side. 


The malady which blinded the 
inhabitants Is known in the medi- 
cal world as onchocercosis. 


Little Known of Malady. 


Tests have shown, Dr. Bustamente 
said, in his speech yesterday, that 
an insect has been found the cause 
of the blindness. Eradication of this 
Insect, he added, have given hope 
In the fight on the malady, of which 
little is known. 
The disease causes blindness and, 


in addition, sensitiveness to light, so 
that persons stricken with it cannot 
stand sunlight. It 
Is estimated 


there are 20,000 cases in Mexico. 


Tiltepec, Dr. Bustamente said is 


in a remote mountain valley. When 
Dr. Ramon Pardo went to the vil- 
lage recently he had difficulty in 
establishing contact with the peo- 
ple. They speak Zapotec, an In- 
dian language complete in Itself. 
Jhey live in crude huts. There is 
not a school .church, a store or a 
public "building In the village. 


The inhabitants grow a Tittle corn 
and some sheep. Prom the wool, 
they make simple garments. 
The 


climate is so mild that very little 
clothing suffices. 


No Formal Marriages. 


There being no church or civil 


law, there are no formal marriages, 
only mating and families. T1.3 chil- 
dren, Dr. Bustamente said, are not 
born blind but are victims of the 
mosquito-like insect which breeds 
in swift mountain streams. 


"It is a weird sensation," Dr. 
Bustamente said,."to see these folk, 
creeping from their huts at dusk to 
hunt their food—berries, corn, a 
few fruits. But the Mexican gov- 
ernment is working on the problem. 
The light may yet be brought to 
Tiltepec."

Alfonso's Aunt Succumbs 


Few Days After 
Leaving Madrid. 


PARIS, April 23^KXP>—The In- 


fdnta Isabella, aunt of Alfonso of 
Spain, died in a hospital here this 
afternoon. She was 80 years old. 


The death today of the Infanta 
Isabella occurred aftek- less than a 
week of exile for the ill and aged 
princess fled Spain shortly after 
King Alfonso left last week.

Heavy Death Rate Among: War 


Vets Puts Increasing- Burden 


On Legion. 


More than 25,000 new names will 
be on the scroll of America's dead 
defenders when the country pauses 
on Memorial day this year to honor 
the men who gave their lives in its 
service, according to Mrs. F. D. 
Schroeder, chairman of the Lincoln 
unit of the American Legion auxil- 
iary. During the past year veterans 
of the World war have/been dying 
at the rate of seventy a day, said 
Mrs. Schroeder, meaning that more 
than 25,000 have passed on since 
last Memorial day. 


"This heavy death rate among 
the World war veterans places a 
steadily increasing burden on the 
American Legion and auxiliary," 
rMs. 
Schroeder 
stated. 
"Almost 
every veteran who dies now leaves 
a widow and children and unless 
legal proof can be established that 
the death resulted from war serv- 
ice no government compensation is 
available for the family. The Legion 
and auxiliary must step in with 
emergency aid until other aid can 
be found or the family placed on a 
self-supporting basis. 
"But the work for the families 


of the dead is only a part of the 
Legion and auxiliary's program. We 
endeavor to do something for the 
•veterans .vho are still alive and 
witlin reach of our help. Auxiliary 
women go into the hospitals where 
they are confined, bringing them 
cheer and giving them comforts and 
necessities not provided by the gov-« 
ernment. We help them after they 
leave the hospitals and begin the 
long-, upnil struggle to regain an 
economic foothold in Me. We find 
the families left destitute by a vet- 
eran's illness and help them main- 
tain their homes until the veteran 
can be restored to earning power. 
"The money to finance this -vast 
work comes largely from the little 
red memorial popy which our auxil- 
iary unit will sell on the streets here 
Saturday, April 25. as part of the 
nationwide observance of Poppy day. 
The poppy is worn to honor -the 
dead and the money paid for it goes 
to aid the living victims of the war."

C., was desmbed by Milton as "cer- 
tainly one of the two or three most 
important discoveries of source ma- 
terial for the history of America 
in the Nineteenth century which 
has been made in recent years." 
"The Douglas letters reveal the

"Four Horsemen" there appeared on the Notre Dame teams, 
a member of the line whose career was closely linked with 
that of Rockne. This was Tom Lieb, now coach of Loyola at 
Los Angeles. 


It was Lieb who had the difficult task of handling the 


Notre Dame team in 1929, when Rockne was confined to his 
bed, for most of the season, with the affliction that, at times, 
seemed to threaten his life. 


Saw Games That Mattered- 


Rockne was not entirely out of 
the picture at any time. Indeed, 
at the close of the season, in which 
the team did not lose a single game 
and became national champions, an 
interviewer who was skeptical about 
Rockne's literary adventures, said 
that the Notre Dame coach was 
certaintly qualified, at last, to pick 
an all-American team. 
"You. haven't seen much foot- 
ball at all this year," said the in- 
terviewer. "You haven't even seen 
much of your own team." 


"Yes,, I have," corrected Rockne". 
saw my boys in the games that 
mattered." 


This may explain why Rockne, 
against doctor's and friends' ad- 
vice, made a trip to Pittsburgh and 
another to Chicago, and was actu- 
ally carried to the side-lines to 
see his boys engage Carnegie Tech 
and Southern California. 


Lieb Always Close By. 


That Rockne planned his cam- 
pagn in 1929, despite his illness, is 
probably accepted. That Lieb car- 
ried out those plans, to the best itf 
his ability, and, often enough, at 
the risk of his own popularity, is 
something that must 
be under- 
stood. 
I visited Rockne's sick-room fre- 
quently during that football sea- 
son and invariably Lieb would be 
there and the bed would be cov- 
ered with scouting reports, 
with 
diagrams for plays and all the oth- 
er mechanics of football planning 
and plotting. 


At other times, Rockne 
would 
summon his quarter-backs, 
his 
halves, his ends, and so on through 
the regular squad and lecture 
to 
them, group by group. He kept a 
remarkable close contact with his 
players, regardless of the fact that 
he was seldom with them on the 
field. And that was accomplished 
by Lieb. No assistant coach in foot- 
ball history ever had the responsi- 
bility that was Lieb's in that sea- 
son, and Lieb worked it out to a 
successful conclusion. 


Spread Poison Purposely. 


Lieb left Notre Dame after the 


1929 season and was not concerned 
again in the university's football 


season, when reports began to tric- 
kle back from Los Angeles that 
Lieb was around belitting the tal- 
ents of the Notre Dame team. 
That Lieb did this is true, and 
that his motive was misunderstood, 
even by the players on the Notre 
Dame squad, is also true 
I happen to know that many ot 
them, making the trip 
for 
the 
Southern California, 
game, were 
anxious to get within punching dis- 
tance of Lieb, and 
especially so 
when Rockne tacked up. in the 
dressing room at Tucson, before the 
final practice, an 
interview ;- 
which Lieb went overboard 
Southern California. 


Had Desired Effect- 


The psychological effect on this 
was that Rockne had been seeking, 
but it was a long time afterwards 
before he was able to convince some 
of his players that Lieb's activities 
were not part of an "act.," the sole

Rebuke Sunk Deep. , •• 


It was on this trip, and at Tucson, that 


Rockne1 pulled another bold punch that 
shook his players. There were two prac- 
tices scheduled on the day following the 
arrival at Tucson, and one or two of 
the boys took their time about arriving 
for the first on«. 
Rockne left the field 


and went back to the hotel, passing the 
tardy players en route. 
'If you fcllous don't care enough about 
this game to be on lime to practice for 
it, I'm sure I don't," he said, and kept 
on his. way. 


They say that the afternoon practice 


at Tucson will linger forever In the mem- 
ory of those who saw it.

Why He Picked O'Connor. 


Rockne reached around for the 
best 


available substitute and named "Bucky" 
O'Connor. 
O'Connor had been in 
the 


game against Southern California the year 
previous—not long, but long enough to get 
a very well blackened and entirely closed 
eye, past which sailed a pass that gave 
the Trojans their first touchdown. 


O'Connor hadn't been heeins much serv- 


ice the next year, with Schwartz, Savoldi, 
Carideo. Mullins and Brill all functioning 
so spectacularly. 
But he was in for a 


while 
against 
Pittsburgh, and showed 


what he could do. 


Southern 
California 
h a d 
dismissed 


O'Connor from its mind and Rockne was 
content to have it left 
that way. 
He 


knew that the practices at Tucson would 
be watched very closely by his friends 
and the newspapermen of Los Angeles, 
and he didn't care to have any mention 
of O'Connor. 


Fooling the Opposition. 


What to do' It was expected that Dan 


Hanley would play 
fullback. 
-I wonder if Mark Kelly and 
those 


fellows in Los Angeles know what Han- 
ley looks like?" Rockne asked. 


He found out 
A hen O'Connor, wearing 


the jersey with Hanley's number on it, 
worked out with the regular backfield at 
Tucson and was "Hanley" as far as the 
Los Angeles delegation were concerned. 


What O'Connor did in that ball game 


was just part of the show. 
What he 


might have accomplished had Rockne not 
decided to spring him as a surprise, or 
to remind him that, to an O'Connor, such 
a thing as a black eye must always be 
avenged, though one wait for an entire 
year. Is something the world will never 
know. 


Suffice it to say that O'Connor, 
the 
substitute, with his long runs, became 
the hero of the last collegiate gams that 
Rockne watched, as coach. And knowing 
O'Connor, I hardly think "he will trade 
all the pra.se that was showered on him 
for that memory. 


Once Lost fcr Words. 


This Southern California expedition was 


interesting on other counts. Pertinent to 
-this narrative was the incident of the 
first 
and 
only 
time on record when 


Rockne was at a loss for words. 
A heated discussion of art and literature 
was going on in Rockne's dressing room, 
attended by his assistant coaches, some 
newspapermen 
and J. 
P. McEvoy, the 


humorist and Notre Dame 
man. 


Rocfcne had been striving to make 
a 


point about the impossibility of a certain 
situation. 
"That's just as silly as my setting out 


to imitate Mencken." he said. "You can't 
imagine jic trying to imitate Mencken, 
can you?" he demanded. 


"Why, yes," said McEvoy, very quietly. 


And it was a long time before Rockne 
spoke again, and then on a 
different 


subject. Slung the Jaw-Breakers. 


Rockne's numerous trips to medical 


offices, and -what amounted to regular 
association with physicians and surgeons, 
especially in the last two years of his 
life, furnished him with a great fund of 
medical terms 
He took great delight in 
rattling off long words, -which thoroughly 
mystified his audience and perhaps him- 
self 
I asked him once why he resorted 


to this, and his reply was charactenstic. 
"Somebody micht think rm a smart 


guv." he said. "One never knows." 
Then he plunged into the story of the 


coach who had been at one of his coach- 
ing schools in Texas, and wo was a little 
bit hazy on the subject of ficnals. 


Rockne explained one system, in which.

Swapped Ball Players 


In Majors 'of Little 
Value to New Owners 


BY LES CONKLIN. 


NEW YORK, April 23—Trade may be a great boon to 


the welfare of nations, but the season's baseball records to 
date fail to show that major league managers did themselves 
any good by swapping players since last season.

Denying charges that World war 


veterans have been "raiding 
the 


United States treasury with an 
abandon that will lead to national 
bankruptcy," national officers 
of 


the three veterans 
organizations 


Wednesday night challenged their 
critics by announcing programs for 
presentation to the next congress. 
They were -guest speakers at a ban- 
quet marking the close of dedication 
exercises of the new veterans hos- 
pital here. The banquet, in the 
Lincoln hotel, was attended by more 
than 300 veterans- and their wives. 
Herman H. Weimer. commander- 


m-chief of the Disabled American 
Veterans of the World war, Dr. Neal 
Williams, national vice commander 
of the American Legion, and J. L. 
Billman, national historian of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, were 
the speakers who outlined the vet- 
erans' legislative programs. 
In denying that increasing the 
loan value of veterans compensa- 
tion certificates was a raid on the 
treasury, Mr. Weimer declared "the 
increase is not costing the govern- 
ment a single cent. The men who 
are borrowing the money are pay- 
ing it, and nobody else. The money 
is borrowed by the government at 
2 per cent and loaned to the vet- 
erans at 4}i per cent." 


Want Widows' Pensions. 


Mr. Weimer announced that the 
D. A, V. program in the next con- 
gress includes pensions for World 
war widows and their orphans. He 
also intends to demand that some 
of the buildings now being used as 
government hospitals be replaced by 
new and modern institutions. 


Besifles Mr. Williams, Hemy Col- 


rnery of Topeka, Kas., member of 
the national legislative committee, 
also spoke for the American Legion. 
Both 
denied 
that demands for 


veteran legislation are unreason- 
able. ''After some of the legisla- 
tion that has been approved by the 
last two national congresses, 
it 


ill-behooves anyone to criticize vet- 
erans because of their fight for 
their rights," Mr. Colmery declared. 
Instead, it would be more to the 
point if the entire program of vet- 
eran's organizations were written 
into the statutes. 


Mr. Williams served notice that 
the American Legion program in 
the nexr, congress will include a 
bill demanding pensions for World 
war widows and their orphans. 
Mr. Billman stated that never 


since the World war has there been 
the interest in service organizations 
equal to that shown during 
the 
past year. "Now they are going to 
get together in a co-operative move 
that will write on the national i 
statutes legislation that 
should 


have been there long ago," he de- 
clared.Bell Represents G. A. R. 


John E. Curtiss, as master of 
ceremonies, 
introduced 
Guy 
C. 


Chambers, toastmaster. O. C. Bell, 
representing the G. A. R,., was the 
first speaker. He complimented 
the ex-service men for taking on 
the duties soon to be dropped by 
the Civil war veterans. 


Frank D. Eager represented the 
United Spanish War Veterans. He 
eulcgized the G. A. R. declaring 
that it has had more to do with 
building patriotism in the nation 
than the combined efforts of all 
other veterans organizations. 
Miss May Pershing, sister of Gen- 
eral J. J. Pershing, was at the 
speakers table, and was introduced. 
O. W. Clark of Washington, D. 
C.. assistant director of the vet- 
erans bureau, expressed the regrets 
of General Frank T. Hines. director 
of veterans administration affairs, 
at his inability to attend the dedi- 
cation. 


Dr. C. L. Magruder. clinical di- 
rector at the hospital, Major Harrie 
A. Douglas, who had charge of con- 
struction cf the hospital, and Dr. 
L. H. Webb, first medical officer 
in charge and now in charge of 
the veterans hospital at Excelsior 
Springs. Mo., gave short talks. 
They declared the Lincoln hospital 
is the best and most modern of 
all similar institutions.

Beginnings of a knowledge that 
may lilt even this barrier were 
described by Lee K Frankel, second 
Vice president of the Metropolitan 
Insurance Co 
"I am making a conservative 
statement," he said, "when I say 
that there is no evidence at this 
moment that human life may be 
prolonged beyond its presumed bio- 
logic limits. All the evidence indi- 
cates that man, like other animals, 
lives an alloted tune All that has 
been done thus far has been to save 
tbe wasteage of ife at the younger 
ages. 
"Yet we must remember that man 


differs from other animals in that 
he is a reasoning being. 
Certain 
insects live a day. The elephant 
lives 200 years 
These 
animals 
adapted themselves to their en- 
vironment Man has not only adapt- 
ed himself to his environment, but 
in many instances has conquered it 
How far this may go no one can 
tell.'

And on the lighter, more graceful 
ones, a clear, translucent parch- 
ment. They're usually

A little study of your room will 
quickly show you which type lamp 
will look best in it Then consider 
your needs—whether the lamp is 
merely for light and decoration, or 
whether you need one for reading 
or bridge playing or other work 
where you use your eyes 
Because a too tall lamp isn't good 
for reading:. And a too short one 
doesn't cast the light over the whole 
room.

Subsoil moisture supplies 
have been good over the entire 
state with the exception of northern 
and eastern Nebraska and recent

wheat condition in the 
north central district is 833 per 
cent; northeastern district 93 per 
cent and east central 91 per cent 
The condition is reported, as being 
very near 100 per cent or above in 
all important winter wheat sections 
Abandonment Is Slight.
